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THIRTY-FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  close  of  the  present  year  completes  the  31st  since  the 
organization  of  this  department  of  the  Association's  work,  and 
the  Officers  of  the  Society  in  presenting  their  report  believe  that 
a  more  intimate  knowledge  of  one  another's  work  will  result  in 
greater  sympathy,  unity  of  thought  and  purpose,  leading  to  more 
effective  action. 

Conditions  have  greatly  changed  since  the  organization  of 
the  Toronto  Relief  Society,  and  should  time  and  space  permit, 
it  would  be  very  interesting  to  review  the  history  of  the  Society 
from  its  first  year  to  the  present.  The  best  means  of  giving  relief 
to  the  poor  has  always  been  a  problem  difficult  to  solve.  Hun- 
dreds of  people  to  relieve  and  help,  and  all  so  varied,  taxing  the 
skill  and  resources  of  all  engaged  in  the  work.  How  to  do  it  most 
effectively  and  successfully,  without  pauperizing  is  indeed  a  matter 
of  the  greatest  difficulty.  Time  and  experience,  however,  are 
excellent  teachers — and  the  larger  number  of  our  officers  and 
superintendents  have  had  many  and  varied  opportunities  to  ob- 
serve human  nature  as  represented  in  the  applicants  for  relief, 
and  as  each  year  brings  new  experiences  in  dealing  with  these 
people,  plans  of  improvement  in  all  lines  of  assistance  are  formu- 
lated and  carried  into  effect. 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  no  exception  to  this  rule,  and, 
while  difficulties  are  numerous,  they  were  not  found  to  be  insur- 
mountable, and  we  feel  that  in  many  respects  our  work  has  been 
satisfactory. 

The  constantly  increasing  population  of  our  city  makes,  as 
must  be  expected,  increased  demands  upon  our  time  and  resources. 
Cf  time  our  Superintendents  give  most  gladly  and  unsparingly, 
but  in  the  matter  of  resources  this  year  has  been  one  of  great  diffi- 
culty, necessitating  much  anxiety  to  officers  and  superintendents, 
and  delay  in  giving  the  often  greatly  needed  relief. 

We  hope,  however,  for  an  improvement  in  this  respect  ere 
the  beginning  of  another  year's  work.  Application  has  been  made 
to  the  Board  of  Control  for  an  increased  grant,  which,  we  feel  sure, 
will  be  favorably  received,  and  the  increased  amount  from  this 
source,  together  with  the  contributions  from  kind  friends,  which 
we  feel  will  also  be  supplemented  when  it  is  known  that  our  necessi- 
ties are  great,  and  upon  whom  we  can  always  depend,  will  doubtless 
remove  all  anxiety  in  regard  to  the  necessary  means  for  doing 
effective  work. 
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The  difficulties  of  relief  work  increase  with  each  year,  and  as 
reported  last  year,  lack  of  houses,  high  rents,  and  the  arrival  of 
many  strangers,  are  again  to  be  reported;  very  many  men  could 
find  little  or  no  employment ;  others  were  laid  aside  temporarily, 
and  in  some  cases  permanently,  because  of  illness,  and  31  wives 
with  their  children  were  deserted  by  husband  and  father,  leaving 
them  to  the  care  of  charity. 

~T  We  desire  again  to  call  attention  to  the  increasing  necessity 
of  better  dwellings  for  the  poor.  Overcrowded  houses  are  becoming 
increasingly  numerous,  and  not  only  are  such  conditions  unsani- 
tary, but  they  are  morally  unhealthy,  as  we  have  reason  to  know. 

The  total  number  of  persons  to  whom  relief  has  been  given 
are  as  follows  : — Families  300,  single  persons  16,  widows  102, 
deserted  wives  31,  children  558,  boys  273,  girls  285.  Nation~alIty 
6F  these— English,  Scotch,  Irish,  Canadian,  American,  German 
and  one  Russian.  Religion  of  these  people — Anglican,  Roman 
Catholic,  Methodist,  Presbyterian,  Baptist,  Luthera  . 

The  Society  consists  of  the  officers,  an  Advisory  Committee 
of  nine,  together  with  fourteen  Superintendents  and  their  Secre- 
taries, Treasurers  and  Assistants.    None  receive  salary;  those  ,  * 
who  give  their  time  to  this  work  do  so  voluntarily  and  from  Chris- 
tian motives. 

The  Industrial  Department  in  connection  with  the  Society 
is  one  of  great  benefit  to  many  of  those  receiving  assistance,  inas- 
much as  it  places  self-respecting  women  in  a  position  of  giving 
a  return  for  what  they  receive.  The  garments  made  are  sold 
annually,  the  proceeds  going  to  the  work  of  the  Society. 

The  Toronto  Relief  Society  is  in  sympathetic  and  practical 
association  with  Christian  and  national  Societies,  and  all  engaged 
in  uplifting  the  needy  of  every  kind,  and  indebted  to  many  of  them 
/or  invaluable  assistance.

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REPORT  OF  DIVISIONS 

Toronto  Relief  Society,  May  2nd,  1906. 

Number  of 
families  helped  14,  widows  3,  children  35.  Rent  paid  $21 ;  medi- 
cine provided  for  3  families  and  clothing,  bedding,  boots  and  shoes. 
Cause  of  distress,  lack  of  employment  and  old  age.  Thanks  are 
extended  to  the  Ladies  of  the  Nursing  Mission,  55  Beverley  St., 
for  kind  attendance  on  a  consumptive. 

Second  Division. — Superintendent,  Mrs.  Robertson.  Fifty- 
two  families  were  assisted  during  the  winter,  including  seventy- 
seven  children.  Forty-one  dollars  were  paid  for  rent.  Forty-five 
dollars  for  fuel,  seven  dollars  for  boots  and  clothing  for  a  widow 
and  five  children,  who  were  assisted  by  this  and  other  Societies 
in  returning  to  the  old  country.  There  were  seventeen  widows 
and  six  deserted  wives.  Old  age,  sickness  and  high  rents,  the  cause 
of  most  of  the  distress. 

Thanks  are  extended  to  Doctors  Carlyle,  Simpson,  and  Rowena 
Hume,  for  their  kindness  to  the  sick  and  also  to  Mr.  Kilgour  for 
paper  bags.

of  families  assisted,  20  ;  widows,  n  ;  deserted  wives,  2  ;  children,  40  ; 
boys,  15;  girls,  25.  Nationality — English,  Scotch,  Irish,  U.  States. 
Religion — Anglican,  Methodist,  Lutheran.  Cause  of  distress, 
sickness,  high  rents. 

Fourth  Division. — Superintendent,  Mrs.  Risebrough.  Num- 
ber of  families  assisted,  18;  single  persons,  2;  widows,  7;  deserted 
wives,  2;  children,  38;  boys,  18;  girls,  20.  Nationality — English, 
Irish,  and  Canadian.

Number  of  families  assisted,  7  ;  number  of  single  persons,  2  ;  number 
of  widows,  1 ;  number  of  children,  15  ;  number  of  boys,  7  ;  number 
of  girls,  8.  Religion,  Protestant.  Cause  of  distress,  old  age,  sick- 
ness and  want  of  work.  Most,  if  not  all,  of  these  cases  have  been 
reported  in  former  years,  but  have  needed  help  very  much  this 
winter.    Fifteen  orders  for  coal  were  given. 

Eighth  Division. — Superintendent,  Mrs.  Ward.  Number 
of  families  assisted,  9  ;  number  of  single  persons,  1 ;  number  of  widows

Tenth  Division. — Superintendent,  Mrs.  Hughes.  Our  J  rooms 
were  open  from  1st  December  to  April  30th.  We  have  assisted 
28  families,  but  in  no  case  have  given  assistance  to  men  who 
were  able  to  work,  with  the  exception  of  one  man  who  had  a  very 
sick  wife.  Forty-three  children  have  been  supplied  with  clothing 
and  boots  to  enable  them  to  attend  school.  Sixty-three  dollars  and 
fifty  cents  have  been  spent  in  rent  and  $57.80  in  fuel.  We  have 
also  given  groceries  and  extras  in  cases  of  sickness.  The  principal 
causes  of  distress  were  sickness,  old  age  and  high  rents.

In  five  cases  husband  was  ill;  in  two  cases  husband  out  of  work; 
in  one  case  husband  was  aged  and  decrepit ;  in  three  cases  husband 
was  dead.

REPORT  OF  INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT 

Four  hundred  and  twenty-one  garments  were  mada  during 
the  year,  of  which  a  number  were  sold,  realizing  the  sum  of  $41.61. 
A  large  number  of  garments  were  made  to  order  for  the  Infant's 
Home,  giving  employment  to  many  women  during  the  winter 
months.  The  Department  paid  for  all  material  purchased,  but 
profits  on  the  garments  were  small.

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CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

TORONTO  RELIEF  SOCIETY 


'  Article  I. — This  Society  shall  be  called  the  "Toronto  Relief  Society 
and  it  shall  be  in  connection  with  the  "Young  Women's  Christian  Associa 
tion." 

Article  II. — The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  obtain  and  dispense  A 
assistance  for  the  really  needy;  it  shall  investigate  all  cases  of  distress  reported  \ 
to  it ;  it  shall  endeavor,  by  consultation  and  co-operation  with  other  Societies  to  J 
prevent  imposture;  it  shall  seek  to  discourage  a  pauper  spirit  by  helping  people  to  J 
help  themselves,  and  it  shall  aim  at  the  moral  and  spiritual  improvement  of  thos^^ 
assisted. 

Article  III. — For  the  furtherance  of  above  objects,  the  city  shall  be  divided 
into  Divisions,  each  of  which  shall  be  under  the  care  of  a  Superintendent  and 
Assistant  Superintendent.  *Each  Division  shall  be  divided  into  not  more  than 
twelve  districts,  each  of  which  shall  be  under  the  care  of  a  Presiding  Lady.  There 
shall  be  also  a  Secretary  for  each  Division.  These  shall  constitute  the  Committee 
of  the  Division. 

Article  IV. — As  it  is  one  of  the  objects  of  the  Society  to  discourage  a  pauper 
spirit  by  helping  people  to  help  themselves,  there  shall  be  an  Industrial  Depart- 
ment, its  object  being  to  provide  work  (in  so  far  as  possible)  for  women  who  are 
receiving  aid  from  the  Society.  This  branch  of  the  work  shall  be  placed  under 
the  care  of  a  Committee  (to  be  known  as  "The  Industrial  Room  Committee") 
composed  of  a  Convener,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  the  Superintendents  and  the 
Central  Committee  which  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Convener  of  the  said  Com- 
mittee. 

Article  V. — All  members  of  the  Board  and  workers  in  the  Industrial  Room, 
and  all  persons  contributing  $1.00  to  the  funds  of  the  Society  shall  be  considered 
members. 

P|  Article  VI. — The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a  Board  of 
Managers,  composed  of  a  President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary,  Treasurer, 
and  an  Assistant  Treasurer,  if  necessary,  (who  shall  be  members  of  "The  Young 
Women's  Christian  Association")  the  Superintendents  and  Secretaries  of  Di- 
visions. The  Presiding  Ladies  of  Districts  and  the  Convener,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  of  the  Industrial  Room  Committee.  Of  these  Managers,  the  General 
Officers,  the  Superintendents  of  Divisions  and  the  Convener  of  the  Industrial 
Room  Committee  sjiall  be  elected  by  ballot,  at  a  public  meeting  to  be  called 
annually  for  the  transaction  of  business,  in  the  beginning  of  May.  (The  Board 
shall  have  power  to  fill  any  of  these  offices  not  filled  at  the  said  annual  business 
meeting,  or  any  vacancies  occurring  in  their  number  during  the  year.)  Each 
Superintendent  shall  nominate  her  Assistant  Superintendent  and  Presiding  Ladies 
for  appointment  by  the  Board.  The  Secretaries  of  Divisions  shall  be  chosen 
by  the  Division  to  which  they  belong.  An  Advisory  Committee  of  gentlemen 
shall  be  elected  annually. 
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Article  VII. — There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  composed  of  the 
General  Officers,  the  Superintendents  of  Divisions  and  the  Convener  of  the  Indus- 
trial Room  Committee.  One  Presiding  Lady  shall  vote  from  each  Division  at 
the  Executive  Meetings,  in  the  absence  of  the  Superintendent.  This  Committee 
shall  have  power  to  transact  such  business  as  may  require'attention  in  the  inter- 
vals between  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Management.  Five  members 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Article  VIII. — As  this  Society  is  in  connection  with  the  Young  Women's 
Christian  Association,  the  annual  report  shall  be  read  at  the  annual  public  meet- 
ing of  that  Association. 

Article  IX. — A  special  meeting  of  the  Society  may  be  called  by  adver- 
tisement in  the  daily  papers,  at  such  a  time  and  place  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
by  the  Executive  Committee,  notice  of  the  object  of  such  a  meeting  to  be  given. 
A  special  meeting  of  the  Managers  may  be  called  by  the  President  at  the  request 
of  three  of  the  Superintendents  of  Divisions,  each  member  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agement to  be  notified  of  the  object  of  such  meeting. 

Article  X. — Notice  of  any  proposed  addition  to,  or  amendment  of,  the  Con- 
stitution or  By-Laws,  or  the  By-Laws  of  the  Industrial  Room  Committee,  must 
be  given  in  writing  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  in  August.  These  proposed 
additions,  or  amendments,  must  pass  the  Board  by  a  two-thirds  majority  of 
those  present  at  the  monthly  meeting  in  May,  and  must  then  be  brought  before 
the  Society  for  ratification  at  the  ensuing  annual  meeting. 


BY-LAWS 


Article  I. — The  Board  of  Managers  shall  hold  its  stated  meetings  at  such 
time  and  place  as  it  shall  appoint.  Seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
Weekly  meetings  shall  be  held  in  the  Divisions  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall 
be  agreed  upon. 

Article  II. — The  President  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the  work* 
and  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  all  committees.  She  shall  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Society  and  Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as 
are  incident  of  the  office. 

Article  III. — In  the  absence  of  the  President  and  two  Vice-Presidents 
the  Superintendent  of  a  Division  shall  be  appointed  to  preside,  and  shall  per- 
form all  tlje  duties  of  the  office. 

Article  IV. — The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  keep  in  some  chartered  bank 
all  the  moneys  collected,  and  shall  disburse  them  as  the  Board  of  Management 
shall  direct.  She  shall  report  the  state  of  the  treasury  at  each  monthly  meeting. 
Her  accounts  shall  be  examined  by  an  auditor  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers. She  shall  at  a  proper  time,  each  year,  provide  the  Superintendents  with 
the  collecting  books  required,  and  with  the  necessary  number  of  reports  and 
cards.  The  books  shall  have  "Toronto  Relief  Society"  printed  on  the  cover 
and  be  numbered  according  to  Division  and  District,  with"  the  boundaries  of 
the  District  clearly  defined  in  each  book;  these  shall  be  endorsed  by  the  President 
and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Division.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  list  of  these 
books,  and  the  boundaries  of  Districts,  and  shall  receipt  each  book  as  it  is  re- 
turned to  her. 

Article  V. — The  Secretary  shall  send  notice  of  all  meetings  to  the  General 
Officers  and  Superintendents  of  Divisions,  keep  the  minutes  of  the  same,  and 
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prepare  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  She  shall  also  keep  an 
alphabetical  book  in  which  each  case,  with  such  details  as  are  considered-  neces- 
sary, shall  be  recorded. 

Article  VI. — Duties  of  a  Superintendent  : 

Sec.  1. — She  shall  divide  the  Division  into  Districts,  and  if  possible  obtain 
one  Presiding  Lady  for  each  District. 

Sec.  2. — She  shall  secure  a  room  for  the  Depository,  and  see  that  it  is  pro- 
perly supplied  with  such  things  as  are  necessary  for  the  relief  of  the  needy. 

Sec.  3. — She  shall  attend  each  week  at  the  Depository  when  it  is  open,  and 
superintend  the  relief  there  given. 

Sec.  4.- — She  shall,  whenever  practicable,  require  each  applicant  to  under- 
take some  work  from  the  Industrial  Room. 

Sec.  5.— She  shall  run  only  monthly  bills,  these  she  shall  check  over,  certify 
to  their  correctness  by  her  signature,  and  hand  them  to  the  Treasurer  before 
the  ensuing  monthly  meeting.  All  payments  for  rent  must  be  paid  directly  to 
the  landlord,  and  these  and  other  receipts  must  be  returned  to  the  Treasurer 
without  delay.  She  shall  not  overdraw  her  appropriation  without  the  sanction 
of  the  Board. 

Sec.  G. — She  shall  receive  reports  of  their  Districts  from  her  Presiding  Ladies 
and  make  a  synopsis  of  these,  with  a  list  of  those  found  undeserving,  for  the 
Monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sec.  7. — She  shall  arrange  for  a  sufficient  number  of  collectors  in  the  Di- 
vision, and  see  that  the  collecting  is  done  systematically  and  properly. 

Article  VII— Duties  of  a  Secretary  of  a  Division  : 

Sec.  1. — She  shall  attend  at  the  Depository  weekly,  see  that  the  books  of 
registration  there  are  properly  kept,  and  take  notes  of  any  orders  sent  in  by 
Presiding  Ladies  since  last  meeting.  She  shall  also  keep  a  list  of  the  names  and 
addresses  of  those  out  of  work,  and  of  the  kind  of  work  they  can  do. 

Sec.  2. — She  shall  render  the  General  Secretary  monthly  a  list  of  the  names 
and  residences  of  those  who  have  been  relieved,  with  remarks  as  to  character 
and  also  names  of  impostors. 

Article  VIII. — Duties  of  a  Presiding  Lady  : 

Sec.  1. — She  shall  thoroughly  investigate  all  cases  of  distress  in  her  District, 
and  report  them  to  the  Superintendent.  None  but  those  visited  shall  receive 
systematic  aid.  — 

Sec.  2. — She  shall  collect  or  provide  a  collector  in  the  District  assigned 
to  her,  and  render  to  the  Superintendent  the  moneys  collected,  with  a  list  pre- 
pared for  the  printer,  of  donations  and  subscriptions.  Contributions  from 
"Friends"  and  amounts  under  25c.  being  added  together  as  "Friends  and  small 
sums."  In  collecting,  each  person  subscribing  25c.  or  over,  should  be  furnished 
with  a  report. 

Article  IX. — Appropriations  shall  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Management 
to  each  Division  in  proportion  to  the  number  reported  as  requiring  relief. 

Article  X. — Care  shall  be  taken  to  find  out  whether  applicants  for  relief 
are  receiving  aid  from  any  other  sources,  and  no  one  receiving  aid  from  this 
Society  shall  be  permitted  to  beg  from  door  to  door. 

Article  XI. — As  it  shall  be  the  object  of  this  Society,  to  dispense  charity 
on  the  same  basis  throughout  the  city,  delicacies  shall  not  be  given  from  the  funds 
collected,  except  in  cases  of  sickness,  which  must  be  specially  reported;  also  the 
Society  shall,  as  far  as  possible,  avoid  undertaking  maintenance  of  applicants, 
seeking  rather  to  obtain  permanent  assistance  for  them  from  the  charitable 
institutions  of  the  city. 
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BY-LAWS 
OF  THE  INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT 


Article  I.— The  Convener  shall  call  regular  monthly  meetings  of  the  Com- 
mittee during  the'winter  months,  the  first  meeting  of  the  season  to  be  held  not 
later  than  the  first  week  in  October.  She  shall  take  the  superintendence  of  all 
work  done  by  the  Committee.    She  shall  present  a  monthly  report  to  the  Board. 

Article  II. — The  Secretary  shall  send  notices  of  all  meetings  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  each  member,  keep  the  minutes,  and  prepare  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
Board.  She  shall  also  keep  the  lists  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  women  re- 
ceiving work,and  present  a  copy  of  such  lists  with  her  monthly  report  to  the  Board. 

Article  III. — The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  keep  in  some  chartered  bank 
all  moneys  connected  with  this  branch  of  the  work,  and  shall  disburse  them  as  the 
Committee  (subject  to  the  veto  of  the  Board)  shall  direct.  She  shall  report  each 
month  the  state  of  the  treasury  to  the  Committee,  and  present  a  copy  of  this 
report  at  the  monthly  Board  meeting.  Her  accounts  shall  be  examined  by  an 
auditor  appointed  by  the  Committee. 

Article  IV. — During  the  winter  the  Committee  shall  meet  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business  on  a  stated  day  in  the  last  week  of  each  month.  Three  members 
shall  form  a  quorum.  The  Committee  shall  have  power  (subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Board)  to  make  its  own  arrangements  as  to  methods,  or  rules  of  work  and 
as  to  the  disposal  of  the  garments  made,  so  long  as  the  object  of  this  branch  of 
the  work  is  kept  steadily  in  view.  The  Board  shall,  however,  have  power  to 
change,  by  a  vote  of  the  majority  of  those  present,  these  methods  or  rules,  should 
it  seem  best  to  do  so,  notice  of  such  changes  having  been  given  one  month  pre- 
viously both  to  the  Committee  and  the  Board. 

Article  V. — A  special  meeting  of  the  Committee  shall  be  called  by  the 
Convener,  or  by  the  Board,  at  the  written  request  of  its  members. 

Article  VI. — The  Committee  may  annually  add  to  its  membership  such 
other  ladies  as  it  shall  consider  necessary,  for  the  work  under  its  care  by  sub- 
mitting the  names  of  such  ladies  to  the  Board  for  appointment.  The  ladies  so 
appointed  shall  not  be  members  of  the  Board,  but  shall  have  in  every  other  way 
the  same  privileges  as  the  other  members  of  the  Committee. 

Article  VII. — All  moneys  raised  by,  or  donated  to  this  part  of  the  Society's 
work  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  Board,  and  shall  be  used  for  the  object 
set  forth  in  these  by-laws. 

Article  VIII. — The  rooms  shall  be  as  near  as  possible  in  the  central  part  of 
the  city. 

Article  IX. — Work  shall  be  supplied  only  to  those  who  are  really  destitute. 

Article  X. — A  scale  of  prices  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Committee. 

Article  XI. — As  each  Depository  Committee  will  insist,  when  practicable, 
on  some  work  being  done  by  all  applicants  for  assistance,  the  Industrial  Com- 
mittee shall  not  refuse  work  to  inferior  workers. 

Article  XII. — The  annual  report  of  the  Committee  shall  be  published  in 
the  annual  report  of  this  Society,  so  that  the  public  may  know  that  this  Society 
is  striving  to  avoid  pauperizing  those  who  are  the  recipients  of  its  aid.  j
